The visitors will arrive in 
Visalia July 28 after attending 
an agro-industrial course at the 
World Bank Economic 
Development Institute 
headquarters in Washington.

SACRAMENTO — California 
desert grapefruit producers have 
voted to continue the Marketing 
Oder for California Desert 
grapefruit.

WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
Department of Agriculture has 
announced plans and projects 
for the year that began July 1 to 
expand markets for cotton 
through research and promotion. 

Andrew C. Robison, Cotton 
Division Director in USDA’s 
Agricultural Marketing service, 
said research and promotion 
activities totaling about $12 
million will be financed by 
cotton producers’ contributions 
of $1 per bale authorized by the 
Cotton Research and Promotion 
Act of 1966. 

Funding of additional plans 
and projects under authority of 
the Agricultural Act of 1970, as 
amended by the Agriculture and 
Consumer Protection Act of 
1973, is presently being deferred 
pending final congressional 
action on the Agriculture 


_ Appropriations Bill for 1976, 


Mr. Robison explained. 

The Cotton Research and 
Promotion program is carried 
out by the Cotton Board and 
Cotton Incorporated. The 
Cotton Board, which is the 
administrative agency for the 
program, is comprised of 20 
persons nominated by cotton 
producer organizations and 
appointed by the Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

Cotton Incorporated, a 
nonprofit organization, is 
governed by a 39-member board 
of directors made up entirely of 
cotton producers. It is 
responsible for developing and 
implementing the research and 
promotion program.

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Fire Stations Under Construction 
At Camp Nelson And Lemon Cove 


CAMP NELSON = County 
Officials broke ground July 17 at 
Camp Nelson and at Lemon 
Cove for two new county fire 
stations to be completed next 
Janyary. 

The new Camp Nelson site is 
between Nelson Dr. and 
Highway 190 at Camp Nelson, 
construction cost will be 
$228,000. The Lemon Cove 
facility will be about one mile 
south of Lemon Cove on the 
east side of Highway 198; 
construction cost will be 
$170,000. 

Two Division of Forestry 
firemen man the Camp Nelson 
station seven months of the 
year. During the remaining five 


months the station’s 13-person 
paid-call volunteer force is in 
charge of the station’s fire 
engine ,and rescue truck 
purchased by the volunteers. 

The nearest Division of 
Forestry fire stations to the 
Camp Nelson facility are at 
Tyler Creek and Porterville. 

Two full-time and one 
part-time Division of Forestry 
firemen man the Lemon Cove 
station with the help of 15 
paid-call volunteers. 

The crew responds to fires at 
Woodlake, Lake Kaweah, Three 


"Rivers, and part of Exeter in 


addition to U.S. Division of 
Forestry lands in the area. 


Schmid Retires 
After 38 Years 


In Park Service 


ASH MOUNTAIN — On July 
31, Henry G. (Hank) Schmidt 
will wind up a 38-year career 
with the National Park service at 
the same place he started - 
Sequoia National park. 

Schmidt, 64, joined the Park 
service as a part-time ranger at 
Sequoia in the summer of 1935. 
Four years later, after attending 
lowa State university, he became 
a permanent, full-time ranger at 
Arches National Monument 
(now a National park), beginning 
a career that literally was going 
to “take him around the Park 
system’’. 

In 1942, he transferred to 
Kings Canyon National park. 
World War II interrupted his 
NPS career, during which time 
he served as a Navy lieutenant 
on sub chasers in the North 
Atlantic and South Pacific. 

He returned to Sequoia-Kings 
canyon after the war becoming 
assistant chief ranger in 1950. 

A series of superintendencies 
around the country followed, 
including Sitka and Glacier Bay 
National monuments, Alaska; 
assistant superintendent at Big 
Bend National park, Texas; 
superintendent at Isle Royale 
National park, Michigan; Fire 
Island National Seashore, N.Y., 
and the New York City group of 
historical and recreational areas. 

Moving up the executive 
ladder, he became director of 
the Service’s ‘Northeast region, 
headquartered in Philadelphia, 
and later served as assistant 
director of field operations for 
the entire Park service, an 
“ombudsman” position based in 
Phoenix, Ariz. 

He began his fourth and final 
tour duty in the Sierra as 
superintendent of Sequoia-Kings 
Canyon National parks in 1972. 

Schmidt’s colleagues in the 
Park service, along with many of 
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the friends he has made in 
communities surrounding the 
parks, will gather at the Veterans 
Memorial Building in Three 
Rivers on Saturday, July 26, for 
a farewell dinner. 


FARM TRAINEES 
FROM JAPAN AT 
FRESNO STATE 


FRESNO — A group of 75 
farm trainees from Japan are 
participating this. week in a 
four-day educational project at 
California State University, 
Fresno, cosponsored by the 
CSUF School of Agricultural 
Sciences and the International 
Farmers Association for 
Education. Dr. Tom Ishimoto, a 
professor of vegetable crops, is 
the CSUF coordinator for the 
visit. 

The Japanese farm trainees 
have been in California and 
Arizona for the past several 
months, living on host farms, 
learning about U.S. farming 
methods.

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Follow Pesticide Lable Instructions, 
Says County Agricultural Commissioner 


VISALIA — Growers should always follow pesticide label 
instructions and consider future uses of the land and crops before 
applying a pesticide, according to County Agricultural Commissioner 
Clyde R. Churchill who says that although the immediate effects of 
careless Or improper pesticide use is often obvious, delayed or 
long-range effects can be subtle and difficult to identify. 

“Our office and the state Food and Agriculture department urge 
all Tulare County growers as well as those throughout the state to 
always observe the use restrictions on the pesticide label,” Churchill 
said. “Many product labels have statements such as: ‘Do not graze 
for 15 days after application,’ or ‘Crop residues are not to be fed to 
livestock or baled for such use.’ These restrictions must be observed 
to prevent illegal residues in meat or milk. 

“Growers now face high prices for feed, which increases the 
likelihood that straw and other crop by-products will be fed to 
livestock,” Churchill said. “For instance, although straw could make 
good livestock feed, it should not be fed, sold, or bought for feeding, 
after use of a pesticide restricted to nonforage crops.” 

To avoid harm to plants, animals, or humans, follow those 
pesticide label instructions, Churchill urges. 


DUCOR 4-H MEMBERS CONTINUE

Table Grape Growers Not Involved 
In Farm Labor Contract Discussions 


DELANO — Table ‘arise 
growers in the southern San 
Joaquin valley and the Coachella 
valley said this week that they 
and their workers are-not part of 
current labor discussions taking 
place between the Teamsters 
Union. and growers of lettuce 
and other vegetables. 

A grower spokesman said 
contracts between grape growers 
and the Teamsters union do not 
expire until July, 1977, and he 
made it clear that workers in 
Arvin, where grape harvest is 
now beginning, Delano, and the 
Coachella valley are on their 
jobs. Also he said no striking or 
picketing has been observed in 
any of these areas, and he 
described the general situation as 
“peaceful and quiet.” 

Jim Lawrence, interim 
chairman of market information 
for South Central Farmers 
committee in Delano, said 
workers and growers in the table 
grape industry have not been 
affected by the situation in the 
vegetable industry. 

“Our contracts are separate,” 
he said. “They were negotiated 
separately in 1973 for four 
years. Workers are in the fields 
as the work load demands, and 
we are looking forward to an 
excellent shipping season from 
the southern San Joaquin 
valley.” 

He said boycotting in a 
number of eastern markets 
appears to be diminishing but 
said it continues to be spotty, 
indicating its sponsors are 
persisting in promoting it in 
violation of the spirit of the new 
Agricultural Labor Relations act, 
which takes effect in just a little 
more than a month. 


Under the act farm workers 
will be assured the right to 
choose or reject union 
representation through secret 
ballot elections, no matter which 
union they belong to now, if 
any.

Total Grape 
Production 


To Hit Record 


SACRAMENTO — Total 
grape production in California 
during 1975 is forecast at a 


record high 4,225,000 tons; 12 


percent above last year’s 
production, and 6 percent above 
the previous record set in 1965. 
An increase of 51,834 bearing 
acres for this year’s crop is the 
cause of the large production. 

Raisin variety production is 
expected to total 2,250,000 
tons, 15 percent above last 
year’s crop. Bunch counts on 
raisin varieties are high, and 
other than being late, little can 
be found wrong with the crop. 

Wine varieties are expected to 
total a record high 1,400,000 
tons. This is 15 percent above 
last year’s output of 1,214,000 
tons, the previous record. 
Acreage for harvest is 29 
percent, or 52,230 acres more 
than were harvested last year. 

Table variety grape output is 
expected to be 575,000 tons, 7, 
percent below the 617,000 tons 
harvested last year. Very little 
frost or sunburn damage has 
occurred.

Lynch advised that, effective 
July 1, Regulation 1595 was 
amended to prescribe a method 
for determining the tax liability 
incurred on the sale of assets 
held or used in a business. 

Basically, the regulation 
requires sales tax to be applied 
to the sale of tangible personal 
property held or used in an 
activity. requiring a seller’s 
permit. Businesses which hold 
seller’s permits are those which 
sell items subject to sales tax. 

An example would be a 
combination. meat market and 
grocery store at which taxable 
items as well as exempt food 
products are sold. Under the 
regulation, tax will now apply to 
the sale of such items as meat 
display cases, meat scales, and all 
other tangible personal property 
involved in the sale of the 
business.

conducted in Lindsay, 
Springville, Strathmore, Poplar, 
Plainview, Porterville and 
Earlimart in Tulare county, as 
well as in non-urban areas of 
spot infestations in that county, 
and. will continue in Wasco, 
Delano, and “spots” in Kern 
county. : 

State-directed crews and 
crews from the offices of the 
agricultural commissioners of 
both counties will participate in 
the two-week effort, according 
to State Project Leader Jerry D. 
Smith. 

The spray period; which is 
geared to the mealybug’s 
biological timetable, will be 
followed by a period of visual 
observation and trapping, Smith 
said. The project will wind down 
for the year in September and 


evaluations will be made 
thereafter. 
Smith asked for the 


cooperation of householders 
throughout the two-county 
infestation area, declaring “‘it is 
vital that spray crews move 
along quickly if they are to 
cover the maximum ground in 
the time left to us and thus 
make maximum use of the 
taxpayer’s money.”’ He urged all 
householders to “speed the 
spray teams on their way.” 

The pesticide in use is a very 
mild solution of malathion, a 
common house and garden 
pesticide, Smith said. The 
formulation, as during the 
previous two spray periods, will 
be one pint of malathion in 100 
gallons of water. 

Questions may be directed to 
the project office in Porterville 
(209-781-1714), to the 
commissioners’ offices in Tulare 
county (209-732-5511), and 
Kern (805-861-2306). 

The pest was first. found in 
California in 1967 in Porterville. 
It has since spread into Tulare 
and Kern counties. Smith said it 
is considered a very harmful pest 
of yard plants, including trees, 
and can become a very serious 
pest of agriculture in the 
southern San Joaquin valley. It 
is a particular pest of citrus and 
pomegranate, Smith said.

Environmental. Consultant 
Garrett De Bell will coordinate 
the company effort aimed :at 
creating a greater visitor 
awareness of. the bear problem. 

De Bell notes that “last year 
in Yosemite there were 28 
bear-caused injuries to human 
visitors and some $80,000 worth 
of property damage to camping 
equipment and cars.” 

“The problem is education”, 
says De Bell. “Park visitors have 
to be made aware that the bears 
of Yosemite live in a natural 
state and should eat natural 
foods. The availability of 
artificial food, either left by 
campers, stored improperly at 
campsites, in open garbage 
containers, or given outright to 
bears, has caused a large number 
of bears to become dependent 
on man for food, rather than 
foraging for themselves as they 
would. do if artificial food 
sources were eliminated. 

“The bears of Yosemite have 
become very sophisticated. 
Some have become so dependent 
on humans for food they will 
even tear a car door off to get to 
this food.” 

Company program will be 
aimed at aiding the National 
Park service in returning bears to 
their natural wild behavior and 
foraging habits, De Bell said.
